THE  CURRENT  YEAR,   1928-1929 

Two  schools  are  in  session  with  the  same  teachers  as 
last  year.  The  school  district  is  fortunate  to  secure  teach- 
ers of  long  experience  and  fully  certified  by  the  State 
Board  of  Education.  The  registration  this  year  is  29  to 
date,  of  those  nine  have  been  registered  from  Groton.  One 
child  is  being  transported  and  five  children  are  being 
boarded ;  of  the  latter  two  are  in  the  Canaan  schools,  two 
are  in  the  North  school  and  one  at  the  Cheever  school. 
One  is  in  high  school.  The  efficiency  of  the  health  work 
in  the  schools  is  greatly  increased  this  year  by  the  employ- 
ment of  a  school  nurse,  Mrs.  Edna  J.  Gilbert,  R.  N.
